OLD INDIAN FIGHTERS 
FOR -MOVIE" A C T I N G 


DENVER. Col., Oct. 16.— Scorn was heaped 
today upon the 
heads of Colonel William F. Cody 
< Buffalo B ill ) 
and Lieutenant- 
General Miles during the session of the Society of American Indians 
by Chief Chauncey Yellow Robe, a full-blood Sioux from South Dako­ 
ta. 
He bitterly denounced the part the two men had played in the 
recent re-enactment of the battle of Wounded Knee, the last great In­ 
dian battle, for the benefit n* a moving picture concern. 
He related how “ these two ‘heroes,’ who were not even 
there 
w'hen it happened,” made a mockery of this tragedy to his race “for 
their own profit and cheap glory.” 
“ You ask how to settle the Indians’ troubles,” he began. 
“ I 
have a suggestion: Let Buffalo Bill and General Miles take some sol­ 
diers and go around the reservations and shoot them down. 
That 
will settle his troubles. 
Let them do in earnest what they have been 
doing on the battlefield of Wounded Knee. 
“These two who were not even there when it happened, went 
back as dream heroes for a moving picture machine. 
“ You laugh, but my heart does not laugh. 
Women and chil­ 
dren and old men of my people, relatives, were massacred with ma­ 
chine guns by the soldiers of this Christian nation while the fight­ 
ing men were away. 
It was not a glorious battle and I should think 
these two men would be glad they were not there, but, no they want 
to be heroes for moving pictures.”
